| La Paz, Bolivia, July 11.—La Paz is 
given over today to riot. The people 
swarmedintothe streets and did much 
damage. The electric wires were cut, 
and pillaging was begun off all sides. 
Shots were heard in every direction, 
The situation for foreigners, especially 
Peruvian and Argentine wesidents, is 
extremely serious. 

The guards protecting 
ruvian and Argentine 
were suddenly withdrawn 
for some unannounced reason, 
When this became known on the 
street, mobs renewed their attacks on 
the legations, causing serious dam- 
age. ' 

The Argentine mimister, Senor Fon- 
and his wife had a narrow es- 
injury~ They made their 
way out of the legation and ran eight 
blocks, finally seeking protection in 
the home of the’president of Bolivia. 

No explanation has geen made as to 
why strict measures orc@red by the au- 
thorities at the first sign of trouble 
have not been enforced. Manifestations 
have been numerous in public places, 
and at a meeting held yesterday a 
portrait of Figuerea Alcorta, president 
of Argentina, was placed head down- 
ward on a pole and stoned to pieces. 

It is reported here that considerable 
excitement prevails at Lima and Buenos 
Ayres, and the Argentine government's 
silence in the face of Bolivian protests 
is regarded as ominous.

Very great interest is being shown in 
the Success of the compulsory education 
bill already intro¢ficed. A number of 
brilliant Georgia women, representing 
the women's clubs and patriotic soci- 
eties, have appeared before the com- 
mittee on education of the house and 
will vigorously champion the bill 
through all the stages of its enactment 
into law. 


the one introduced in the house by Dr. 
Littleton, of Richmond, and in the sen- 
ate by Mr. Morris, of the eighteenth 
district. It requires that all children 
within the state between the ages of 
8 and 14 years shall be sent fo school 
not less than sixteen weeks during 
each school year, the attendar-e to be 
regular. Any parent, guardian, or per- 
son standing in such relation, who 
fails to observe the requirements of 
the law, if*passed, will be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction, 
shall be punished as for such offense. 

There are certain exemptions laid 
down. Children who live more than 
3 miles from the school house, children 
who are not physically or mentally 
equipped to attend school/ and such 
others as may be excused by the county 
or district board, are not subject to 
the law. 

All principals of all schools in the 
state are required to make each year 
a written report to the county or town- 
ship superintendent of schools of the 
number of pupils attending their 
schools. The county superintendent of 
schools is required to compare each 
year this list with the list of*children 
of school age. so as to discover those 
who have not attended schoo! for the 
period required by the act. Officers of 
the law shall then’ proceed against de- 
linquents. —— 

So far as the letter of the law is con. 
cerned. it makes no exception in the 
case of negro children. The county 
officers are presumably to report ne- 
gro parents who fail to send their 
children to school just as they do in 
the case of the white parents. 

Te Rush Supply Bilis. 

The general tax act will be intro- 
duced in the house on Monday by Mr. 
Reid, of Campbell, chairman of the 
committee on ways and means, and 
will be referred to that committee. It 
is expected that the bill will be report- 
ed back to the house within ten days 
and passed in time to be sent over to 
the senate by the first of August.

ATTACK NATIONALISTS 


Fighting Continues for. Two 
Hours, but Royalists 
Fail. 


Persia, July 11.—Persian 
Cossacks, commanded’ by Russian of- 
ficers and other troops of the shah, 
numbering altogether 1,200, this morn- 
ing made an attack’ upon the united 
nationalist forces, under Siphahdar 
Sardarasad, at a point fifteen miled 
from Teheran.

An Alleged 2 Per Cent Reduction. 

General T. S. Sharretts, the veteran 
tariff expert, who has been a mem- 
ber of the board of general apprais- 
ers in New York for many years, is 
authority for the statement that the 
senate bill will show a 2 per cent re- 
duction from the rates of the Dingley 
law, and a very material reduction 
from the rates of the Dingley law and 
a very material reduction from the 
house rates. 

“Some folks may say that 2 per 
cent is not a great reduction,” said 
General Sharrett today, “but when you

Memphis, Tenn., July 11.—The ~- fol- 
lowing The Commercial Appeal's 
summary of the week's’ cotton crop 
condition: 

Returns from the cotton crop. this 
week are mixed. Improvement is 
noted in Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and northern and eastern Texas, No 
improvement or loss occurred in North 
Carolina, South Cerolina, Louisiana, 
and central, southern and western 
Texas. 

The plant in Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and northern Texas is large, fruiting 
well, thrifty and full of promise. Bast 
of the Mississippi river, although im.- 
provement has taken place as noted, 
the plant is small and not always 
healthy and apparently stands are bad. 
The crop promise is regarded as still 
uncertain,. although with favorable 
weather for thé remainder of the sea- 
son, a fair yield can be made. 

Heavy rains in North and South 
Carolina delayed cultivation, and much 
grass is still complained of. Dry 
weather there is greatly desired. Much 
apprehension exists throughout cen- 
tral and western Texas of a sum- 
mer drought. It has not ralned there 
for two weeks or more and _ tem- 
peratures have been very high. The 
plant shows the effect. As yet no 
great damage has resuited, but it is be- 
lieved that the crop has reached a 
point where it will soon deteriorate 
without moisture. Boll weevils are nu- 
merous in Loutsiana, but elsewhere 
complaints are not frequent. 

Louisiana Summary. 

New Orleans, July 11.—The Times- 
Democrat in its summary of cotton 
crop conditions, based on reports from 
correspondents in every section of 
the south for the month ending Thurs- 
day, July 8, will say tomorrow: 

“The consensus of opinion is to the 
following effect: | 

“Taking the belt as a whole, there 
has been distinct improvement since 
the last report. 

“The crop is late, as a rule, but has 
been industriously worked wherever 
the meteorological conditions were 
favorable. There has been some ad- 
ditional reduction of acreage, through 
forced abandonment. There are com- 
plaints of boll weevil from sections of 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas and 
Texas, but it is too soon as yet to 
forecast the ultimate damage. Despite 
the improvement during the month, 
the situation still presents grave possi- 
bilities, and the plant, being small and 
puny, is peculiarly subject to damage 
from premature frost.”

HONOR JOHN CALVIN 


Pageant in Memory of 


Reformer at Geneva. 


Geneva, Switzerland, July 11.—An 
historic pageant, representing the 
growth of science and literature in 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, 
brought to a close Geneva’s ten-day 
celebration of the four hundredth an- 
niversary of the birth of John Calvin: 
The festival was the whole world’s, for 
the nations of the world, through their 
representatives, united in homage to 
the memory of the great thinker, 
writer and reformer. 

America’s part in the 
was important, ex-President 
belt being the honorary president of 
the international committee of § ar- 
rangements. America’s delegate, Pro- 
fessor Williston Walker, of Yale, con- 
tributed two eloquent discourses at 
the anniversary exercises. 

Geneva, where Calvin performed his 
great work, where, in 1569, he founded 
the Academy of Geneva, and where, in 
1564, he died, devoted itself completely 
to these memorable tributes to Calvin, 
and the pretty and restful city by 
Lake Leman, ever picturesque in its 
gleam of lights, was transformed by 
brilliant illuminations and bright dec- 
orations into a scene of remarkable 
beauty. 

The chief features of the festivities 
were the laying of the corner stone of 
the Reformation monument and the 
observance of the three hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding of 
Geneva university. The monument, 
which subscriptions from all countries 
made possible, and the.corner stone 
of which was laid: with fitting cere- 
mony on July 6, is designed as “his- 
torical, popular and _  internetional,”’ 
symbolizing the idea of Calvin in the 
reformation. It will rise on the 
Esplanade Bastions, at the foot of the 
ancient ramparts of the city, and @- 
rectly in front of the university, and 
will represent the salient and striking 
chapters of the reformation, with 
statues of the historical personages 
who were conspicuous in that move- 
ment, among whom were Calvin, Farel, 
Debeze, Coligny, William of Orange, 
and Frederick William of Brandenburg. 
The monument will be the work of 
Taillens and La Verriere, architects, 
and Landofski and Bouchard, sculp- 
tors. 

More than two hundred universities 
and other institutions of learning were 
represented at th@ celebrations of 
Geneva uniyersity. Count d’Hauionville, 
member of the French ‘academy, de- 
livered a notable oration in the name 
of the Institute of France.

Slayer of White to Ap- 
pear in Court Today. 


Thaw and Friends Are Greatly 
Pleased Over Judge Gay- 
nor’s Denial of Application 
for Change of Venue.

K. Thaw, the slayer of Stanford White, 
will appear before Justice Mills to- 
morrow in the supreme court at the 
continuation of the inquiry into his 
present mental state.

Commissioner Points Out Lack 
of Practical and Commer- 
cial Unity in the Inland Wa- 
‘ter System of the United 
States. j 


Washington, July 11.—Lack of prac- 
tical and commerci nity in the en- 
tire inland water sys @m of the United 
States is the principal text of part I 
of the repert on “Transportation by 
Water,” now submitted to the pres!- 
dent by Herbert Knox Smith, commis- 
sioner of corporations of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. 

The commissioner dilates in his letter 
of transmittal upon the facts that while 
the United States has altogether a total 
of about 5,800 miles of river navigation 
of 6 feet depth and over, and more 
than 2,000 miles of canals, these totals 
are broken up into a large number of 
unrelated parts by reason of different 
depths and different conditions, and 
that the diverse nature of the floating 
equipment increases this lack of or- 
ganization. Many vessels are built- for 
special traffic or local conditions. and 
are thus often not “interchangeable” 
over different, though. connecting, 
routes. 

Little Traffic for Waterways. 

In general, the commissioner shows 
primarily the relation in which the in- 
land waterways (rivers and canals) 
stand to the whole transportation sys- 
tem of the country. While waterways 
ere subject to many limitations. they 
have nevertheless great possibilities: 
théy are not now carrying anything 


like their proper share of the country’s | 


traffic. This, the commissioner points 
Out, is a broad economic defect .of se- 
rious disadvantage to the entire busi- 
ness of the country, and he gives some 
of the reasons for this condition. 

“Through” freight constitutes a great 
part of the country’s traffic. A reason- 
able share of such through freight is 
essential to the success of the water 
system. Inland waterways cannot pros- 
per generally on merely local traffic. 
But the water system, unorganized and 
divided as it is by diversities of chan- 
nels and equipment, is greatly at a dis- 
advantage in competition with the rail 
System for this through freight traf- 
fic. For the rail system of the country 
is standardized, physically unified, and 
its contro! largely centralized, and is 
thus well adapted to handle thraugh 
freight. 

The canals of the country illustrate 
an extreme case of waterway decline, 
About 4,500 miles of canals have been 
constructed. Over one-half of this 
mileage, costing more than $80,000,000. 
has been abandoned, and canal traffic 
(excepting that of some short ship ca- 
nals) has steadily decreased. 

Water Terminals. 


The report also calls attention bri-f- 
ly to the very unsatisfactory condition 
of,water terminals, a matter of the 
highest importance in transportation. 
Terminal improvement on waterways is 
one of the first requirements, and is 
entirely possible. ‘ 

It is noted that BPuropean countrie 
have in many cases distributed the cost 
of waterway improvement upon local- 
ities in some ratio with the special ben- 
efits received, while very little of that 
sort has been done in this country. 
The report also sets farth the steady 
advance of steam over rail power, and 
the tendency toward corporate owner- 
ship of steam tonnage, especially the 
larger vessels. In 1906 the average 
size of vessels owned by individuals 
was 118 tons, and by corporations 526 
tons. Operating expenses, so far as 
ebtained, averaged about 80 per cent 
of the gross earnings. The lowest 
ratio of operating costs was on the 
bulk cargo vessels of the great lakes, 
the highest that of the packet lines 
on the Mississippi system and southern 
rivers, 

This report will be of great value in 
the present movement for an intelli- 
gent and effective improvement of the 
country’s waterways. It points out the 
possibilities of water transportation, 
the limitations existing thereon, the 
reasons for their present inefficiency, 
and the lines along which action to- 
ward improvement can properly be 
taken. It demonstrates, finally, the ne- 
cessity of dealing with the waterways 
under a broad and comprehensive plan 
rather than by localities and sections.

THIS LIFE PRESERVER 
IS PERFECTLY SAFE 


Invention Is by the National 
Board of Life-Saving 
Appliances. 


A perfectly safe Ife-preserver has 
been invented and patented by the 
National Board of Life-Saving Ap- 


pliances. 

This preserver is the invention of 
an Atlanta man, L. D. MacDonald, at 
291 Peathtree street, and for the past 
26 years an engineer on the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad. 

The preserver is a.leather belt ofled 
to which is attached four hermetrically 
sealed zinc spheres. These spheres are 
so attached to the belt that they may 
be slid around the belt and placed in 
any desirable position. 

The spheres are six inches in diame- 
ter and will sustain a weight of 500 
pounds. The entire weight of the pre- 
server is four pounds, while those in 
use on the various ocean-going boats 
weigh twelve pounds. 

A recent test made of the Mac- 
Donald Preserver at Boston was at- 
tended by twelve members of the Board 
of Life-Saving Appliances and it was 
pronounced a huge success. The son 
of the captain of the life saving station 
at Boston jumped into the water-with 
one of the Ilife-preservers attached 
to him. He was able to stand bolt 
upright, lay on his back or in any 
position he desired just by turning 
the spheres around the belt to the 
desired position, 

Captain MacDonald said that as the 
government had accepted his preserver 
he expected to receive an order shortly 
for at least a thousand of them to be 
put at the different life-saving stations 
along the coast. The preservers will be 
made in New York.

The buildings were then thor-4 
oughly inspected and Professor Hart 
gave a talk on farm mechanics. Dur- 
ing the afternoon the entire crowd 
went over the farm, visited the dairy, 
the demonstration fjeld and all parts 
of the farm.

the verdicts of guilty in the cases of the night riders who murdered Cap- 


tain Quentin Rankin. ’ 
Dr. Drake objects to criticism of the court’s action -in reversing the 


verdicts which were undoubtedly justified by the evidence, on grounds of 


pure legal technicality. 

In other words, to put it as Mr. Drake sees it, although the men 
were guilty, if there was any irregularity in the method by which con- 
viction was reached, then they should not stand convicted. 

The Constitution considers that the public, society, is entitled to some 
rights in the conduct of criminal trials and the prompt and adequate pun- 
ishment of the guilty, and we believe it to be a deprivation of that right 
to permit a person of known guilt to escape punishment upon a purely 
legal technicality or quibble for which the laws, not only of Tennessee, 
but of other states as well, furnish too great facilities for shrewd and 
ingenious counsel. , 

The reversal of the night rider verdicts was simply an incident which 
furnished occasion for what we considered legitdmate comment upon a 
practice which has become all too common in many states, and from the. 
persistence in which society must suffer—the escape of criminals of un- 
questioned guilt because of non-conformance to some often unimportant 
method of court procedure prescribed by law. 

If the Tennessee laws, whatever they are, or the laws of any other 
state, compel the reversal of verdicts in the case of persons of unques- 
tioned guilt, because of some technical omission or commission’ which 
would not have changed the result, then it is a duty to society that those 
laws be changed, to the end that the guilty shall not so easily escape. 

In the case in question it is impossible to escape one of two con- 
clusions: Wither the court abused its discretion in reversing these ver- 
dicts, or, if it was compelled to do so in accordance with law, then the 
law is fundamentally wrong and should be changed. 

It may be contended that error is sometimes wholly on the part of 
the judge of the trial court in failure to observe fundamental legal re- 
quirements in the conduct of a case, to which the answer is that a judge 
who, wilfully or flagrantly, disregards fundamental laws in a trial before 
him, should be made subject to impeachment. 

The protection of society in its enjoyment of the pursuits of peace 
and of life, liberty and property is the first duty of courts in administer- 
ing the law 

And when they turn loose the guilty to continue to prey upon so- 
ciety becaus2 of some kink in the law which shrewc counsel brings out 
to fit the case, the only conclusion is they fail in that duty. 

That’s all there is to it.

BARBARITY IN PUBLIC EXECUTIONS. 


Public gatherings induced by morbid curiosity and sensational orgies, 
whether the product of religious excitement or otherwise, have no place 
in the administration of justice. 

Incident to the execution of a nergro for murder at Nashville, Ga, 
dispatches state, “A large crowd came to town to witness the execution, 
despite the fact that a heavy rain fell all the morning,” and further on 
this: “Several hundred negroes, with a few white people, gathered at 
the jail last night and held religious services, singing, praying and shout- 
ing for several hours.”’ : 

To add to the barbarity of the spectacle, the shetiff made a bad 
job of the execution and had to hang the negro twice before life was 


extinct. 
This sort of thing has no place in the civilization of the twentieth

century. 
Execution of criminals whom the law decrees shall forfeit their lives 


for the protection of society should be hedged about with the severest 
privacy. Not only should the execution be conducted behind prison walls 
and in the presence only of necessary legal witnesses, but no public gath- 
ering of any kind incident to, or called forth as the result of, an execution, 
should be permitted. 

Meetings of this sort can accomplish no possible good: rather are they 
calculated to-inflame the minds of the fanatically-inclined and lead to other 
crimes, when the purpose of the law and the execution is to suppress the 
criminal tendency as well as to eliminate the criminal. 

If the aate of an execution is made somewhat indefinite, as is the 
case in several states, it would have the effect of preventing such gath- 
erings as this; and, if not, the sheriff should be cmpowered summarily 
to disperse them in the interests of public order and public decency. 

Through such exhibitions as this, society loses much of the good ef- 
fect in the direction of its own protection, which is presumed to proceed 
from the legal and orderly infliction of the death penalty. 


BRINGING RAILROADS NEARER THE PUBLIC. 


Shrewd recognition of the significance of the altered relations be- 
tween the public and the common carriers is evidenced in a brief state- 
ment recently printed by the New York Central railroad, and posted con- 
spicuously at stations along its line. 

The reasoning of the poster is based on the very logical premise that 
since the pay of all employees comes from the same source, viz., the pub- 
lic, it is to the interest of rank and file, from the president to the track- 
walker, to co-operate in perfecting the service of the company. 

Equally meaningful is the following paragraph, in which the railroad 
manifests an appreciation of one of the past flaws in its attitude toward 


the public: 

The public judges the railroad very largely by the attitude of the > 
representatives with whom they come in immediate contact. Kindly

In the old days, the arrogance of the men who controlled the average 


railroad inevitably filtered down stage by stage until it permeated virtu- 
ally the entire system. 

It is a conservative assertion, that the ex parte and indifferent posi- 
tion, the constant suggestion of independent aloofness and slow response 
to public sentiment, precipitated the demagogical manifestations that com- 
plicated effort to secure reform in “railroad administration. 

And in the building up of this unhappy and destructive ote Pe 
the too oft insolent and discourteous employee in both freight and pas- 
senger services had a not inconsequential part. 

A radical readjustment of viewpoint is noticeable, and what the New 
York Central has concisely placed in print has been actually exempli- 
fied in the altered public policies of many of the great carriers.

observed in this respect. Mr. Harms- 
worth confesses it was not. 

About the other question as to the 
number of challenges allowed the de- 
fendants, there is some quibble, but 
the law is plain. Each defendant is 
allowed twenty-four peremptory chal- 
lenges in capital cases. No one insists 
that they had them. It was the attor- 
ney general who claimed, on purely a| 
technicality, that the defendants for- 
feited their rights to twenty-four be- 
cause the lawyer never designated 
which defendant he challenged for. 
That right wae vital to the life of 
each of those defendants, but was | 
taken away from them by the trial 
judge on a mere technicality. 

I am proud of the supreme court of 
Tennessee. It sits above the din of 
mobs and popular clamor and metes 
out equal and exact justice to great 
and small. That court was and is con-| 
scious that after all criticisms and 
slanders have forever died and been 
forgotten, it will live on as long as 
human rights are sacred and virtue 


lives upon the earth. 
Our courts are too often criticised 


by the press in response to ignorant 
rabble, and the law brought into dis- 


repute, defeating the ends for which 
you contend.

Who Pays the Cost? 

In an interesting summary of “What 

the Insurance Departments Do for the 
Insured,” in The World's Magazine, E. 
E. Rittenhouse, who, until recently, 
was Commissioner of Insurance of the 
State of Colorado, says: 
“These departments are maintained 
the expense of the policy-holders. 
The cost of conducting the insurance 
departments of al] the states is less 
than $2,000,000, and this actual cost 
is what the states, at the outset, un- 
dertook to collect: but, as the money 
came so easily, the amount has been 
increased, until now the states collect 
from the policy-holders, in premium 
taxes and fees paid by the companies 
through the insurance departments, 
about $12,000,000 annually. In rettirn 
for this enormous contribution, the 
policy-holders should receive every 
possible protection the states can give 
them.

the insured the choice of several Op- 
tions within six months after such 
failure.

premiums due up to the time of her 
husband's death.

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STATISTICS CONCERNING 
PRISONERS IN AMERICA 


United States Lags Behind in 
Its Treatment of Of- 
fnders. 


By Lewis EB. Palmer. 
(Exciusive Service The Survey 
Bureau.) 

“County jails are free schoals for 
crime,” according to the report of an 
investigating eommittee under the 
chairmanship of Charles R. Hender- 
gon, the University of Chicago profes- 
sor recently elected American member 
of the International Prison Commis- 
sion. And yet the latest figures ob- 
tainable show that 2 7-10 per cent of 
the prison population of this country 
is confined in criminal-making county 
jails and state prisons. According to 
latest figures there are in municfpal 
prisons and work houseg 7.6 of all the 
prisoners in the United States, and 2.9 
per cent are in reformatories. The 
surprising fact is that about haif of 
America’s offenders range between 
the ages’ of 10 and 30 (there were, ac- 
cording to the latest figures, 26,983 
“boys” between 20 and 24, and 13,886 
between 15 and 19, and 695 between 
10 and 14). 

Drunkenness, now 
upon as a disease, is responsible for 
23 per cent of the total prison popu- 
lation, vagrancy for 20 per cent, and 
disorderly conduct for 11 per cent. 
Here are accounted for over half of 
America’s offenders imprisoned for 
drunkenness, vagrancy and disorderly 
conduct; and yet provision is made in 
reformatories for only 2.9 per cent of 
this prison population, about half 
which falls between tne ages of 10 and 
80—a bad reflection of America’s pub- 
lic policy in dealing with these  of- 
fenders. 

It is the recognized policy of mod- 
ern criminology that first offenders 
and many drinking men who are com- 
mitted to jail on sentences might bet- 
ter be disposed of by suspending the 
execution of their sentences, on con- 
dition that they secure employment, 
Hee their earnings for the support of 
their families and keep out of vicious 
company. If the court has 4 proba- 
tion officer; the man should be placed 
under his supervision, If there is no

ed to report to the court, or to some 
person designated by it, at stated pe- 
riods. If work on public roads is in 
progress, it might furnish employment 
for men released on suspended sen- 
tences. 

Every convicted person, the moment 
gentence is pronounced, should be 
taken immediately to the proper re- 
formatory, penitentiary, district work- 
house or labor colony. Thus the num- 
ber of persons.in county jails in idle- 
ness would be greativ reduced. 
| According to the general policy of 
the United States at present, short 
sentences in jail and  penitentiaries 
constitute by far the majority of 
punishment. Over 28 per cent of the 
prisoners in this country, according to 
latest figures, were sentenced for un- 
der one month. About 19 per cent re- 
ceived one month sentences, 7.5 per 
cent two months, and.11 per cent three 
months—sentences for a large part 
worked out in the generally degrading 
influences of county jailea and pen- 
itentiaries. 

When the eighth International 
Prison Congress meets it Washington 
in 1910 one of the section meetings 
will consider these questions: 

“What are the essential principles of 
a modern reformatory system, and upon 
what rational ~~ should it be 
based? Should its application be lim- 
ited by age, or other classification? 
If so, under what limitations?

The 
methods of treatment under these sys- 
tems differ Widely, and the whole strue- 
ture, organization and discipline of the 
prison are affected by them, The ob- 
ject of the question is to bring out the 
principles and methods, however va- 
ried they may be, accepted in different 
countries, not merely for punishing the 
prisoner for his offense, but for prop- 
erly preparing him to lead a law- 
abiding life on returning to society, 

Perhaps the Prison Congress of next 
year will lead to renewed interest in this 
important subjeet of reformatory treat- 
ment of prisoners the same way that 
last year’s great International Tuber- 
culosis Congress has resulted in a na- 
tionat awakening to the dangers of 
the great White Plague. The United 
States has been the leader in chil- 
dren's courts. It should not lag be- 
hind in reformatory treatment of its 
prisoners.

THE CROP SITUATION, 


All accounts agree that the cotton 
crop in‘nearly every section of Geor- 
gia and of the entire south has been 
greatly injured by the almost incessant 
wet weather. Practical farmers are 
well aware that when the crop has 
been subjected to such weather as has 
prevailed since May 4 and which still 
continues at present date (July 9) 
there is little chance for recovery from 
its evil effects. The great damago has 
resulted not so much from the total 
amount of rainfall as measured by. 
the rain gauge as from the frequency 
of the showers and downpours where- 
by the soll has been kept out of condi- 
tion for plowing and even hoeing. Had 
all the rain that has fallen since May 
4 to July 9 been divided into four or 
five heavy falls for each mcfith, with 
plenty of sunshine between them, the 
damage to crops would have been 
greatly less, or next to none. To illus- 
trate: The total! rainfall at Griffin, Ga., 
during the month of May was énly 2.93 
inches, which is 0.19 inches less than 
the normal for the month, but this 
total of 2.93 inches was divided be- 
tween ten different days, and there 
was only one period of no rainfall 
amounting to as much as six days, to- 
wit, from the 9th to the 16th of May. 
The next longest period without rain 
was from the 4th to the 9th, inclusive— 
four days. From the 4th to the 30th 
of the month, both inclusive—26 days—. 
during which the total rainfall, 2.93 
inches occurred, the average of the ten 
ranfallsjwas 0.29 inches, or 0.12 inches 
per day. This was not so bad for the 
latter amount falling every day would 
hardly have interfered with cultiva- 
tion. 

But look at June: The total was 
6.35 tnches, divided between — fifteen 
rainy days, 0.43 inches on éach rainy 
day, or 0.21 inches for each day of the 
month, with only one gap of dry 
weather extendihg over eight days, to- 
wit, from June 3 to 12. I would say 
that there were not more than four or 


five days in the month of June on, 


which plowing could be done, and that 
not very effective. And July has been 
no better. It rained on the Ist, 5th, 
ith, Sth, 9th and is still raining. 

I do not recall such a June since that 
of 1664. when almost every shock of 
wheat and oats were capped with a 
growing mass of green 6 inches or 
more ‘in height and the farmers (most 
of them) did not haul in and thresh 
their wheat until the last days of June 
or early in July. But there was no 
cotton, or but little, to be injured in 
those war-time days, and that was kept 
clean by “main strength,” so to speak. 

One of the worst features of the 
‘present condition, even where the 
‘grass has been fairly Kept down, or 
| pulled out with hoes, is the resulting 
|imperfect stand. In many fields that 
I have seen there are not more than 
one-half to one-third of a good stand. 
The plants are long-legged, long-joint- 
ed and sappy. There is little prospect 
for more than half a yield on very 
many fields. In some fields the crop 
might as well be let alone or turned 
into pasture, it being impracticable to 
save the crop. I note that Commis- 
sioner T. G. Hudson says the “‘con-

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DRYING FIGS IN ALABAMA. 

W. A. Livingston, Barone, Ala.—Will 
you please send me a ‘recipe or for- 
mula for putting up figs for market?’ 
I will have, when ripe, 15 or 20 bush- 
els;.I want to put them up so that 
they will keep and put them on the 
market, as they are needed. [ want 
to put them up in different size boxes 
like the figs that we buy out of the 
stores. 

Answer—I quote the following from 
Bulletin No. 61, Georgia Experiment 
Station (prepared by Professor H. N. 
Starnes, the former accomplished hor- 
of that station): “Drying 
(figs) with profit on a ¢gommercial 
scale in our climate is impracti¢able, 
at present, and will always be, unless, 
indeed, the development of the Smyrna 
fig in future should exceed our most 
sanguine expectations.” But he further 
says: “Nevertheless, if not over-ripe, 
the fig, with careful handling, will 
carry fafriy well in berry crates or 
shallow trays a reasonable distance— 
sufficiently far, at least, to supply lo- 
cal markets.” By the way, as you are 
interested in fig culture, you would 
probably appreciate a copy each of Bul- 
lettins 61 and 77 of the Georgia Ex- 
periment Station (Experiment, 
Also Bulletin No. 62, Texas Experiment 
Station, College Station, Texas.

If you will excuse mé, I will add that 
you have made two ‘errors in fertiliz- 
ing your cane, viz., first, you should 
not have applied cotton seed as a fer- 
tilizer—not for the reason that it is 
not a good form in which to apply 
nitrogen, but because you cannot af- 
ford to use sound cotton seed as a fer- 
tilizer.. Cotton seed meal does very 
well. Eight hundred pounds of cotton 
seed meal are just as effective as a ton 
of cotton seed, and would cast but 
little more than half as much.

M. Warden, Tullahoma, Tenn.)

It died the oil 
ou t of paints and made the rooms hot 
in summer. To make a quick shade I 
planted trumpet vines, wild cucumber 
vines, moonflowers, etc., and ran strong 
cords from nails in the cornice to 
stakes in the ground, and trained the 
vines on those. 

I then planted a row of good hardy 
(Clinton) grapes 8 feet from the house 
and 8 feet apart. When two years old 
I set three large cedar posts 3% feet 
long, 3 feet in the ground, painting 
the tops two coats of good floor paint, 
and covered the top end with galvan- 
ized iron caps. I got out ten pieces 
of 1 by 3 pine 12 feet long—three 
pieces of redwood, 2 by 4, 18 feet long, 
all dressed on all sides, and all painted 
two coats best floor paint, to match 
house painting. When well dried I 
bolted the 2 by 4 to the cedar posts, 
upright for posts, and braced them 
from the house two ways. Then nailed 
firmly the 1 by 3 strips, first 3 feet 
from the ground, balance feet apart, 
to the three uprights—tied a few 
strings to the trellis for grapes to 
climb on. In one year it was covered 
top to bottom, and while it makes a 
fine shade for the back walk and west 
side of the house, we never falil.of a 
good crop of grapes.

I think from July 20 to August 10 
covers the best period for planting for 
second or fall crop potatoes. Plant 
when there is a good season in the 
ground even if it be a little earlier 
than July 20. At best the second crop 
is a very uncertain roposition, but 
when it does hit right and a good 
crop is secured how much better the 
tubers are than those of the spring 
crop.

TANKAGE ON COTTON. 

Warren Howard, Manchester, Ga.—

of the “siding’’ furrows and immedi: | 
ately covering with the next furrow 
slice. Tankage is very variable in its 
content of hitrogen (its cheap fertiliz- 
ing constituent), there being several 
grades. Those that are low in nitro- 
gen (4 to 9 per cent) usually contain 
from 3 to 12 per cent of phosphoric 
acid; while the high grades (10 to 12 
per cent) contain very little phosphoric 
acid. 

Since you do not give the analysis 1 
cannot say definitely how much may 
properly applied per acre. It would be 
fairly safe to assume that yours con- 
tains as much nitrogen as does cotton 
meal, and apply accordingly, say 200 
pounds per acre now, and 100 pounds 
about the 20th. I would prefer, how- 
ever, to use nitrate of soda, because 
the latter is at once available, while 
the tankage is not. If you decide, how- 
ever, to use the tankage, 1 advise 
that you mix the 200 pounds with about 
300 pounds of 10—4 aci dand potash, 
in order to secure good fru'tage. 


JAPANESE GRASS. 

M. A. Jackson, Cooper, N. C.—I en- 
close head of something I want you 
to name. It is called Japanese grass 
about here, but I don’t think it is grass 
at all. 1 think it is millet, but I want 
to know, and know the its value as 
hay.

Answer: The plant sent by you 
a recently introduced variety of our 
common Panicum Crus-Galli, or “barn- 
yard grass” or “‘cocksfoot.” This Jap- 
anese variety is perhaps more propertly 
called Japanese millet. It isga fact, 
however, that it is, botanically speak- 
ing, a grass, as is true of all the mil- 
lets as wel las wheat, rye, oats, etc.

Indian corn is also a grass, and so is 
sugar cane, so is sorghum, etc., all be- 
longing to the grass family, but to dif- 
ferent genera. 

Personally, I have no knowledge of 
the economic value of Japanese millet, 
aithough I have no doubt that hay 
made of it possesses a high nutritive 
value. I have no doubt vou have often 
seen the American varieties, and they 
are known to be good hdy plants. The 
only objection to these millets is the 
fact that they are annuals, and, there- 
fore, do not spring up every year from 
the roots. It is probable that the 
seed from the first cro pwould be more 
reliable, and they should be permitted 
to become thoroughly ripened.

PHANGITIS. 

Henry McMurray, Hanceviile, Ala.— 
My mule is about six years old. About 
four weeks ago two knots# came on 
her breast, one on each side of her 
windpipe, hard, but can move them, but 
not sore. She would swell between 
her fore-legs and breast over the 
knots. I bled her and the swelling 
went away, but the knot still remains 
there. 

I can’t work her on account of her 
choking from the hames being tied. 
She coughs from the hames being tied 
and from drinking.

Open with a knife and squeeze out the 
contents; then inject into the cavity 
about a tablespoonful, twice a day, 
of a solution of 1 dram of zinc chloride 
in 1 pint of water, until healed. If
